gress last Monday are not ex- 
plained by the ignorant ‘analyses’ 
of ‘the big business press.

With their barrage of epithets 
and redbaiting. innuendoes _ the 
newspaper McCarthyites seek - to 
hide the connection between Mon- 
day's acts of violence and the 
political realities in Puerto Rico. 
And ‘they tack onto their baseless 
explanations the well-drummed lie 
that through the so-called new 
constitution the Puerto Rican peo- 
ple have exercised the right of self- 
determination; that they thus have 
freely rejected both statehood and 


: so-called new Constitution 
was authorized by the 81st Con- 

ess when it passed Law 600 on 
Faly 3, 1950. Puerto Ricans, un- 
der that law, were empowered ‘to 
convene a constitutional conven- 
tion to rewrite certain sections of 
the old Organic Law under which 
the colony was administered. 
Puerto Rico elects a legislature 
and a governor, but the Jaws are 
ultimately reviewed by a federal 
court in Boston. 


DELETE HUMAN RIGHTS 


Before the “Constitution” could 
rb in force, it had to be rati- 
| by the U. S.-Congress, which 
demanded certain deletions from 

text—that section dealing with 
human rights,

This section was copied -word 
for word from the Charter of the 
United Nations, but it proved to be 
too strong for the U. S. Congress. 
And the fact that Congress could 
amend the Puerto Rican Constitu- 
tion by legislative decree points 
up the fact that Puerto Ricans are 
still colonials. Moreover; since the 
“Commonwealth” Constitution is 
ultimately a creature of the U. S. 
Congress, how are Puerto Ricans 
to be assured that a future Con- 
gress may not revoke it? 

Economically, the Puerto Rican 
economy is strangled by U.S. law, 
which forbids the refining of more 
than 126,000 tons of sugar, al- 
though the country’s full quota of 
production is 910,000 tons. It is 
estimated that Puerto Rico is thus 
robbed annually of more than 
$20,000,000. By law, Puerto Ric- 
‘ans can trade only with the United 
States and transport its products 
only in U. §S. ships.. Puerto Ricans 
are subject to U. S. tariffs. 


CITIES PLUNDERED 


Yankee capital has penetrated

Not only millions of Americans, but even the-British and
